The cooler mornings and 
evenings that we have had 
just recently tell us that 
cooler weather is on the way 
and it is time to think about a 
change in pace in menu 
planning. 
If your kitchen has been 
like mine this summer, the 
slow cooker has had a rest. 
The information received this 
week from College Station 
reminds us of the con­ 
venience of the slow cooking 
method and I am sure mine 
will be used soon. 
A good stew cooked in the 
slow cooker and thickened 
with instant potato flakes and 
served with cornbread or 
bran muffins would be my 
suggestion for a cool even­ 
ing’s meal. 
The news release from 
College Station will give other 
suggestions and valuable 
tips. 
College Station—Plug in 
the slow cooker for an easy 
meal, says Frances Reason- 
over, foods and nutrition 
specialist with the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service, The Texas AAM 
University System. In cook­ 
ing some dishes you may 
even leave the slow cooker on 
all day while you’re away 
from home, the specialist 
says. 
SLOW COOKER SAFETY 
Before using the conker the 
first time, read instructions 
and safety rules. Generally 
the cooker will have a high 
and low heat setting. 
Slow cookers are designed 
for long cooking time, so food 
heats slowly, especially on 
lowest setting. Generally 


meat and egg mixtures are 
cooked longer than six hours 
on LOW setting to make them 
safe to eat. 
Meat and egg mixtures do 
not get hot enough in less than 
six hours to destroy harmful 
bacteria. 
Also, remember that the 
cooker is hot to the touch 
during cooking, so use hot 
pads. 
In addition, sudden tem­ 
perature 
change 
may 
damage the crockery liner of 
the cooker, so avoid putting 
cold food or water in it. 
Put the food IN before you 
turn the cooker ON. 
SLOW COOKING: Cook 
with the cover on, except to 
reduce liquid, as in browning. 
Enough heat may escape 
when the cover is removed— 
to check cooking progress or 
to stir contents—that cooking 
time must be extended. 
blow cooking does not 
LOSE liquids; generally it 
ADDS liquids—which makes 
the method especially ef­ 
fective for cooking meats and 
vegetables. It may, however, 
also be used for some breads, 
cakes, and other foods. 
Try these: spiced, dried 
fruits cooked overnight and 
served with ready-to-eat 
cereal. Old-fashioned bean 
soup—start it before break­ 
fast and it’s ready at lunch. 
Add a fresh vegetable relish 
tray and leftover cornbread— 
toasted and sprinkled with 
cheese. It’s a meal! 
For slow cooking 
by 
favorite recipes, remember: 
liquid does not “boil away.” 
At the end of cooking time, 
there is usually more liquid 
instead of less. In adapting a 
recipe to “slow cooking,” use 
about half the recommended 
water. 
Here are general cooking 
guidelines: 
—Allow plenty of time for 
cooking on the low setting. 
—Often steps can be left out 
of a recipe and all ingredients 
added at once and cooked 8 to 
IO hours at the low setting. 
Liquid is added last if 
needed. 
—When cooking vege­ 
tables, add milk, cream or 
sour cream during the last 
hour. 
—Brown only fat meats. 
Fat does not cook off in the 
slow cooker as in the oven. 
Brown and drain fat meats 
before adding to the cooker. 
—Add frozen vegetables 
and seafoods during the last 
hour of cooking. It is not 
necessary to precook these. 
—Most foods may be 
cooked on “high” the first 
two hours to reduce the 
cooking time, then turned to 
“low.”

College Station Cattlemen 
are fighting a depressed 
market, and the situation 
wont bhangs much in the 
near future. So now is the 
time to “dean up” herds by 
culling open cows and giving 
more attention to a controlled 
tweeting program by culling 
late calving cows. 
“Although prices are down, 
they probably won't improve 
significantly in the next few 
months, so there's no need to 
put expensive winter feed 
into unproductive cows,” 
says Dr. John Spiller, area 
livestock specialist with the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service. “Culling the cow 
herd now will also help you 
plan oo hay and feed supplies 
for the winter months.” 
Pregnancy testing cows 
this fall my be a more 
profitable management tool 
than ever before, contends 
the Texas AAM University 
System specialist. 
“It has been tough for a 
cow to produce a calf large 
enough to pay her feed bill, so 
we know an open cow is losing 
money,” notes Spitzer. “In 
addition, cows calving during 
the summer months wean 
calves 30 to 90 pounds lighter 
than their herd mates which 


calve at other times. For this 
reason it would be advisable 
to cull cows which will calve 
late next year and buy a 
replacement which will calve 
early.” 
Whoever does the pre­ 
gnancy diagnosis (usually 
your veterinarian) will be 
able to estimate the calving 
date on each animal and 
make it easy to identify next 
year's late calving cows, 
points out the specialist. 
“Your definition of a late 
calving cow should change 
every year until your calving 
season has been reduced to OO 
days preferably, and cer­ 
tainly no longer than 90 days. 
“Removing barren and late 
calving cows from the herd 
will increase both the herd’s 
reproductive potential and 
pounds of calf weaned,” 
emphasises Spitter.
